ANNUAL PAY LEVELS 
IN M e) S, 1988 


WASHINGTON -- Average annual pay in metropolitan areas 
increased 5.1 percent from 1987 to 1988, according to preliminary 
data released by the Bureau of Labor Statistics of the U.S. 
Department of Labor. The U.S. average level for the nation's 318 
metropolitan areas was $22,833, up from $21,722 last year. 
(National and state pay data by industry were issued on August 
29, 1989.) 


Annual pay data are for workers covered by State and 
Federal Unemployment Insurance (UI) programs and are compiled 
from reports submitted by employers for more than 104 million 
workers. The "average" pay is computed by dividing total annual 
pay of both full- and part-time employees covered by unemployment 
insurance programs by the average monthly number of these 
employees. Thus, pay differences between areas reflect the 

varying composition of employment by occupation, industry, and 
hours of.work, as well as other factors. Along with the 
Metropolitan Statistical Areas or Primary Metropolitan 
Statistical Areas, 20 areas are designated as Consolidated 
Metropolitan Statistical Areas; data for them are included in 
this report. 


Metropolitan and Primary Metropolitan Statistical Areas 


New York, New York, led the nation with average annual pay 
of $30,578. Bridgeport-Stamford-Norwalk-Danbury, Connecticut, 
had. the second highest average annual pay level ($30,535), 
followed by San Jose, California ($29,521). Anchorage, Alaska, 
which had led the nation in average annual pay since the late 
1970's, was fourth in 1988, at $28,715. Pay growth in recent 
years has been dampened in Alaska with decreases in average wages 
in many industries. 


There also was a switch in rankings at the lower end of the 
scale. McAllen-Edinburg-Mission, Texas, recorded the lowest 
average in 1988, at $13,449. Jacksonville, North Carolina, which 
had ranked last for a-number of years, had the next lowest pay 
($13,856), followed by two Texas border areas, 
Brownsville-Harlingen ($14,589) and Laredo ($14,619). Thus, 
three of the four lowest paying areas were located at the 
Texas-Mexico border, where economic problems have persisted in 
the last few years. 
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Bergen-Passaic, New Jersey, which had large increases in 
the manufacturing and finance, insurance, and real estate 
industries, led all metropolitan areas in percentage growth in 
average annual pay from 1987 to 1988, with an increase of 9.9 
percent. Bridgeport-Stamford-Norwalk- Danbury, Connecticut, was 
second at 9.7 percent, followed by Anderson, Indiana (9.6 
percent). 


Average annual pay declined in four areas from 1987 to 
1988. Odessa, Texas, had the largest decrease at 4.7 percent, 
due primarily to payment of bonuses to workers in 1987 which was 
not repeated in 1988. Average pay decreases also were recorded 
in Amarillo, Texas (3.9 percent), Beaver County, Pennsylvania 
(1.6 percent), and Bellingham, Washington (1.0 percent). 


Consolidated Metropolitan Statistical Areas 


As occurred last year, New York-Northern New Jersey-Long 
Island, N.Y- N.J-Connecticut had the highest average annual pay 
at $28,104. San Francisco-Oakland-San Jose, California, was 
second at $26,673, followed by Detroit-Ann Arbor, Michigan 
($26,467), Hartford-New Britain-Middletown-Bristol, Connecticut 
($25,787), andBoston-Lawrence-Salem-Lowell-Brockton, 
Massachusetts ($25,731). 


Providence-Pawtucket-Woonsocket, Rhode Island, had the 
lowest average annual pay level of all areas in this group again 
this year, at $20,089. Buffalo-Niagara Falls, New York, again 
was second lowest with an average annual pay level of $20,396, 
followed by Portland-Vancouver, Oregon- Washington ($21,227), and 
Miami-Fort Lauderdale, Florida ($21,542). 


In terms of pay growth, the three highest increases were 
again in the Northeast. New York-Northern New Jersey-Long 
Island, N.Y-N.J-Connecticut led the consolidated areas in growth 
from 1987 to 1988, with an increase of 8.2 percent. 
Boston-Lawrence-Salem-Lowell-Brockton, Massachusetts, was 
next (7.7 percent), followed by Providence-Pawtucket-Woonsocket, 
Rhode Island (7.4 percent). — 


Denver-Boulder, Colorado, experienced the slowest growth 
rate of all consolidated areas with an increase of 3.2 percent. 
Dallas-Fort Worth, Texas, followed with an increase of 3.4 
percent.

The awards are designed to honor outstanding private sector 
volunteers and exemplary JTPA projects for their contributions to 
employment and training activities across the nation. In nearly 
seven years of existence, JTPA has provided job and training 
services to more than 4.5 million Americans. 


"JTPA is one of the most successful training programs ever 
undertaken," Dole said. "These awards are an effective vehicle 
for recognizing some of the achievers behind its successes and 
for encouraging even more private sector and community 
participation in its efforts." 


The awards for 1990 cover JTPA activities from July 1, 1988, 
to June 30, 1989. There will be one award and two honorable 
mentions in each of the following categories: 


--Outstanding Contributions to a JTPA Program by a Private 
Sector Volunteer 


--Outstanding Contributions to a JTPA Program by a Private 
Industry Council 


--Outstanding Program for Serving Those with Multiple 
Barriers to Employment (e.g., homelessness, teen 
parenting, welfare dependency, or being deficient in 
basic skills). 


In addition, there is a Special Awards category, with 
preference this year being given to three types of projects: 


1) those successful in helping young people most at risk of 
failure in the job market, 


2) those exemplifying a high degree of coordination with other 
service providers, and 


those effectively serving workers involved in plant 
closings, substantial layoffs and other major dislocations.

FILLERS FROM THE U.S. LABOR DEPARTMENT 


The first federal labor relations law was enacted in 1888, 
according to the U.S. Labor Department. It applied to railroads 
and provided for arbitration and boards of investigation 
appointed by the President. 


In 1778, journeymen printers of New York City combined to 
demand an increase in wages, according to the U.S. Labor 
Department. After the increase was granted, the organization was 
abandoned. 


The earliest authenticated strike of workers in the U.S. in 
a single trade occurred in 1786, according to the U.S. Labor 
Department. Through their strike, Philadelphia printers gained a 
minimum wage of $6 a week.
